08 an interested dealer in human flesh 
Would do; ho did not only attack the Dcc- 
-Jaration of Independence and attempt to 
show that it contained logical absurdities; 
ho did not merely strive to deduce from 
the admitted natural inequalities of frame, 
form, size and brain, an argument intcu- 
tled to demonstrate the normal condition 
of African slaverj, but he was bold enough 
to assail tho citadel of freedom itself, and 
to argue affirmatively, tho scriptural law- 
fulness of oppression. 
This was going 


very far indeed for a man of his cloth. 
Ho did not stand on the ground of the 
defensive and ward oil'tho attacks of ad- 
versaries; his was not tho merit of injured 
innocence, but us tho assaulting party ho 
gained the fool-hardy credit of attempting 
to storm the impregnable bulwarks of free- 
dom. Wo trust that the Bishop is now 
ashamed of his pamphlet, nor would wo 
now refer to the subject, were it not tlml 
the spirit which animated him still liven 
in the South.

Jf not cllee- 
tnolly crushed it may grow again, and like 
tho re-kindling of a vicious habit, inereuso 
tenfold in violence. Wo must protest 
against this dreadful spirit even if charged 
with dealing with huckueycd themes.
